By far the most important route, and one which carried the bulk 
of China's overland foreign trade- in 19?h is the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
road and two of its connecting links with Corarumist China. Trade carried 
on these routes and the inland waterway and roads between Ccnauni3t China 
and the USSR totaled an estimated 1 0 8** million in imports, and 3.2#* 
million in exports - leaving an unused capability of these connecting 
routes estimated at 3«S mi 11 ion tons for imports and 2.1 milli on tone 
for exports o 

There are several additional interior connections between Com- 
munist China and adjacent countries which carried no significant volume 
of international trade in 195U, but which could be used for international 
trade. Hie potential capability of these additional routes between 
Communi at China and the USSR added to the unused capability of routes 
actually used for international trade during 19$k provides a total unused 
capability of 5.75 million tons for imports and sane it million tons for 
exports, if adequate equipment, personnel and servicing facilities were 
made available.
